They are still as fresh and as enter- 
taining as Ihey were when they first ap- 
peared on television 25 years ago. Pi- 
erre Brice has the leading role as 
Winnetou, the Apache leader, 

Brice is 59 ycars uld. The indestruci- 
ble actor is as evergreen as the films he 
acted in. Since 18 June he has bcen lLri- 
umphing again as leading actor in the 
Karl May [estival in Bad Segeberg (Bad 


ries every year). 

Fur 25 years, Brice has heen the emho- 
diment of the noble Red Indian. Brice 
himself wrate the play "Winnetou the Ap- 
ache" for Bad Segeberg. He made sure 
that he used original Red Indians sayings. 

Brice remembers clcarly, .how the 
Berlin film producer, Horst Wendlandt, 
discovered limi at the Berlin f{llm festiv- 


al in 1942. Wendlandt usked him to act; 
Kar] May. Brice had ncver even heard, 
of Karl May.

They came out in 1953 in û seven and 
a half by seventeen centimetres format. 

He has been more than a collector for 
sume years now. He is the [first specialist 
to have pruduced a systematic reference 
bouk for German comics and their prn- 
ductiun. 

“FIS “iustrated History of German 
Comics.” puhlshed by his comic Zeit 
cumpany vınce 1986, has gone into its 
ninth vulume.
